or two years, from now? You who are building 
churches and extending your missionary en- 
deavors, what steps are you taking to insure 
that there will be even a single church building 
left for Christ when America is behind the 


Iron Curtain? We take all reasonable means 
to protect our ordinary investments and don’t 
trust to prayer or miracles to save them. Does 
this apply any less to the greatest investment 
of all——our interest in Christ’s own church?

17 and later impounded in the Union County 
jail have been restored to us.

Following is a letter which was addressed to 
the editor of the Elizabeth Daily Journal and 
which will provide our readers with additional 
information. Further details will appear in our 


next issue. 
.. In-vour. issues of June 22nd and July Ist you 
published articles with reference to the anti- 
Communist paper, COMMON SENSE, and my- 
self. Inasmuch as this information did not come 
from us, and believing you are anxious to-pub- 
lish the facts with reference to an occurrence 
which is of much interest to many in Union 
County and the United States, I take the liberty 
of giving you a brief outline of the facts regard- 
ing the Zionist-inspired raid on our office, June 
17th. vd 

To start with, I did not owe the printing bill 
and was not a member of the patriotic group 
that met with the original owner of the Union 
Register and agreed to pay the printing if I 
would devote my full time without salary. Per- 
sonnel of the group changed and when suit was 
brought I assumed the responsibility of trying 
to have the bill reduced $1200, amount of the 
overcharge, and arrange to pay $1500 the -cor- 
rect amount. 


More than two years ago Zionists began to ° 


complain to Union Register about printing 
COMMON SENSE, but the owner continued to 
print for us. Shortly after, Grant Bauer, sold 
the controlling interest to this outside group 
and the name was changed to “Suburban Pub- 
lishers.”” We have bills marked paid amounting 
to some $9000 from Mr. Bauer, but when the 
new stockholders came in, we received several 
months invoices at one time, resulting in an 
overcharge of $1200. Mr. Schlossberg and Mr. 
Dvorin, Zionist leaders of Linden, forced Mr. 
Bauer to turn this account over to them. This 
they were later to use as a beach-head to get 
into our office and secure our records so as to 
stop our exposure of Communism and Zionism 
which are full brothers. In doing this, they have 
had full cooperation of New York Zionist law- 
yers. 

Our attorney tried to arrange a settlement, 
but their answer was that COMMON SENSE is 
a dirt sheet and should be stopped. 

Following this, we made arrangements with 
three different printers, paying our bills 
promptly, but Zionists brought underhanded

About the 15th of June, Attorney Dvorin, 
speaking with the judge with a view to having 
‘our case called, was told the case would be tried 
June 22nd. Dvorin asked our attorney, John A. 
Matthews, Jr. how .much we admitted. owing. 
Mr. Matthews answered that for two years-we 
admitted $1500. Mr. Matthews understood no 
action was to made until the trial a week 
later ; however, Mr. Dvorin asked the Judge for, 
and received, a judgment for $1500. Mr.-Dvorin 
quickly arranged with two Deputies, Messrs. 
Greenberg and Coplin, and an unknown Jew, a 
rush raid on the office of COMMON SENSE. 

They did not stop at the Union Police De- 
partment to have the police accompany them, 
which is the customary practice, for if they had, 
they would not have been able to start a fight 
and.get me in jail so they would be left free to 
go through our important papers. Accompanied 
by a police officer I would have known who they 
were, but the four Jews who entered the office 
were in plain clothes and showed aatner papers 
nor badge. 

Were they interested in collecting money? 
What did they take off in a truck? Items cost- 
ing from $200 to $1100 having ready resale 
value, were passed by, but they were careful to 
také tight drawers of research information on 
more than 100 Communist fronts involving 
many prominent Jewish leaders. They did not 
take an addressograph machine which could 
easily be turned to cash, but took card index 
files.in cardboard boxes! 

During the past ten years Zionists and Com- 
munists have crushed many leaders in Congress 
and others who dared stand up for America. 
Zionists in Germany, and from Texas to Maine, 
have. been asking their leaders to stop COM- 
MON SENSE. When our attorney John A. 
Matthews, Jr. succeeded in having our records 
impounded in a jail cell, who is appointed Mas- 
ter to go over these records and decide which 
should be returned to us, but former Judge 
Henry S. Waldman, a Zionist. ; 

And in New York, Judge Samuel Kaufman, 
a Zionist, is appointed to preside over the trial 
of Alger Hiss. And Zionist Felix Frankfurter 
comes down from the Supreme Court to testify 
as to the character of Hiss, one of the invisible 
government stooges. When will America wake 
up? Are the Zionists to be allowed to stop COM- 
MON SENSE, the only all-out movement in the 
_ east to expose Communism? They would gladly 
pay a hundred thousand dollars to destroy us. 

Now I am bound over to the Grand Jury, 
charges, assault and battery which is ridiculous. 
The Communist method the world over is to de- 
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stroy the leaders and render the masses help- 
less. To those whe do.not know that. Commun- 


ism.and Zionism spring from the same.eource;:~

strangely silent when the war was on and the 
enemy three thousand miles away. No cry then 
about tolerance, charity, love! No-cry rang 
from the pulpit as we were gradually moved 
into war that the faithful restrain themselves 
lest they engender thoughts of hatred, unchar- 
iy, etc. Rather these men witnessed, tolerated 
and condoned the slaughter of innocents. Some 
even defended the use of the atomic -bomb— 
when the enemy was.three thousand miles 
away. No cry then about “brotherhood,” But 
when the enemy is at our very doors, the cry 
goes up: “tolerance, charity, avoid -hatr: 


Can these men know what they are fighting? 
The following quotations from a report of the 
United States Rohrberg Commission of Inquiry 
on Barbarities. behind the Iron Curtain will 
give an. idea of the inhuman beast. we face: 
“The whole cement floor of the .great garage 
of the department of Cheka of Kief was. flood- 
ed with blood, brains, pieces of skull, tufts of 
hair and other remains. All the walls riddled 
by thousands of bullets were bespattered with 
blood. Pieces of brains and scalps were stick- 
ing to them. A gutter twenty-five centimeters 
wide, and about ten meters long, ran from the 
center of the garage to a subterranean drain. 
The gutter along its full length was filled with 
blood . . . Usually as soon as a massacre had 
taken place, the bodies were conveyed out of 
town in motor lorries, and buried in shallow 
trench graves. We found in another of the 
garages, another grave which was older, and 
which contained about 80 bodies. On them we 
discovered traces of cruelties and mutilations 
the most horrid imaginable. Some were liter- 
ally hacked to pieces. Some had their eyes put 
out, and the head, faces, necks and trunks cov- 
ered with deep wounds. Further on we found 
a corpse with a wedge driven into its chest. In 
the corner of the grave we found a quantity of 
arms and legs belonging to no bodies that we 
could locate.” The report adds: “similar .con- 
ditions have existed at one time or another 
throughout. most of Russia.” 

WHAT KIND OF TOLERANCE OR 
CHARITY COULD WE EVER EXPECT 
FROM SUCH AN ENEMY? And yet it is this 
same enemy of Christ who hides under such 
Marxist phrases as charity, tolerance and 
brotherhood!

vard’s devotion to “free speech and academic. 


freedom.” I then again asked if, in the name 
of that same “free speech and academic free- 
dom,” the well known anti-Communist, or Mer- 
win K. Hart (Harvard ’04), or Lawrence Den- 
nis (Harvard *19), would be allowed to speak. 

“I received a letter from his secretary say- 
ing that President Conant was away but that 
on his return I would hear from him.

It is evident to any half-way intelligent 
American that our Country, under such a sys- 
tem, would exist as nothing more than a supply 
depot for the disintegrated and collapsing goy- 
ernments of Europe and Asia. The balance of 
power, under the plan of proportional represen- 
tation which would be employed in the creation 
of a World Congress, would fall to the one bil- 
lion Asiatics of India, China, Indonesia, Japan, 
Siam, and the Asiatic portion of Soviet Russia.

’ By a 19 to.0 vote in March, 1948, Philadel» 
phia’s all-Republican City Council passed a 
Communist-demanded Fair Employment. Prac- 
tices ordinance for the County. An excellent 
indication of what forces are being served by, 
this. expensive tax-supported bureaucracy is 
afforded by the following: 

It is reliably reported that a German-Ameri- 
can woman .recently .sought and obtained em-. 
ployment with a Jewish establishment. A short 
time afterward, the employer in the. case dig- 
covered that the woman was not, as he had first, 
believed, Jewish. Upon learning this, he in-. 
formed her that she was to be dismissed. The 
woman possessed the presence of mind to des 
mand this dismissal in writing. After ob 
this, she applied to the City Hall office of the 
City’s Fair Empoyment Practices Commission, 
charging her employer with having committed 
an unfair dichargement under.the terms of the 
1948 Act of Council. 

The Commission has thus far refused to take 
action on the complaint, altho it boasts of hav- 
ing intervened in hundreds of cases involving 
violations by non-Jewish employers. 

Steps are being taken, we learn, to give this 
case wide publicity in the very near fture. It 
may very well prove a. substantiation ofthe 
original charges made against F.E.P.C. before 
it was enacted in 1948, that its machinery has 
been planned for the remedial use of certain 
politically-favored minorities only, and that 
those laboring persons not therein included may 
expect no aid under its provisions. ;

Beyond all this, the Congress is to be asked: 
to ratify the International Trade Organization: 
Charter which would take away from the Con-. 
gress.of the' United States all future power over 
both internal and foreign commerce of the 
United States, so far.as.the ITO should decide 
to exercise that power itself. 

The Senate is to be asked to ratify the right- 
to-organize “‘convention” of the LLO—the Inter- 
national Labor Organization. 

An in both the ITO and the ILO the United 
States would have one vote out of about 50. 
Indeed, the ILO pact would by its own terms:be- 
come binding on the United States even though. 
no other nation should adopt it. 

The ITO and ILO are only two of a dozen 
international aJphabetica] organizations set up 
by or affiliated with the United Nations and 
which, largely by aid of former American New 
Dealers and other left-wingers from countries of 
Continental Europe, have been busily engaged in 
drafting so-called conventions or agreements to 
be submitted to the various countries for ratifi- 
cation. 

If any of these agreements is ratified by the 
Senate, then under the terms of the Constitution 
it becomes the supreme law-of the land. All Fed~ 
eral statutes and all State statutes inconsistent 
therewith are thereby wiped out and become of — 
no effect. 

Here is an astounding situation. While the 
great mass of the brain and brawn of America 
is engaged under private enterprise in carrying 
on the thousand and one activities that make up 
American production, industrial, agricultural 
and otherwise, 4 few thousand alien-minded 
busybodies, most of them foreigners, are plotting 
to take the American Republic.apart. And most

Auxiliary Groups 

Are at Work 

** The alien interest we speak of, like a well or- 
ganized: army, have long had auxiliary groups 
that play a heavy part in conditioning or molding 
opinion; in propaganda of all kinds and in various 
schemes to punish their enemies. 

Thus there is the “Foreign Policy Associa- 
tion,” always promoting foreign interests, not- 
ably those of Soviet Russia, and which is largely 
guided by the clever Russian-born Vera Micheles 
Dean. ~ 

There is the “World Federalists,” backed 
with plenty of money and by nearly all left-wing- 
ers, and whose success would end American in- 
dependence and American liberty. This has as 
its moving spirit the former New York banker 
and left-winger, James P. Warburg. Incidentally 
the bible of the World Federalists is a book by 
one “Emery Reves,” which, on the jacket of the 
book, was endorsed by Albert Einstein, Senator 
Claude Pepper, Dr. Louis Finkelstein, Thomas 
Mann, and by leading American churchmen. Per- 
hapsthey did not know that “Emery Reves” was 
born ’a Hungarian who changed his name from 
Reves Imri. 

- There is also the American Association for 
the United Nations, headed by that perpetual in- 
térnationalist who also, as chairman of the 
Committee to Defend America by Aiding the 
Allies, did much to involve this ¢ountry in 
World War Ii—Clark M. Eichelberger. 

- There is the League of Women Voters which 
80 often is back of left-wing legislation and was 
a powerful factor last fall in the defeat of many 
conservative Congressmen of both parties. The 
League, headed by Anna Lord Strauss, was re- 
cently éxposed by Lucille Crain and Anne Hamil- 
ton in*“Packaged Thinking for Women,” as a re- 
sult of which a serious split is threatened in the 
ranks of the League. 

And bearing on activities, official and unoffi- 
cial, designed to punish dissenters and enemies, 
Jadge Edward L. Von Roden of Pennsylvania, 
who served on a special commission appointed 
by Secretary Royall to investigate military jus- 
tice in Germany, is quoted in the Congressional 
Record of March 10, 1949, as saying, “All but 
two of the Germans in the 139 cases we investi- 
gated had been kicked in the testicles beyond re- 
pair. This was standard operating procedure 
with American investigators.” 

It is clear that this element can be as cruel 
and ruthless toward individual human beings as 
it is toward this country in trying to sell it out 
to international Socialism or Communism. 

And There Is 
UNESCO 

One of the agreements worked out by the 
so-called UNESCO is an “International Bill of 
Rights.” This will likewise presently come up 
for ratification. 

Does this “International Bill of Rights” im- 
prove on the Bill of Rights in the Constitution of 
the United States? It does not. In fact, it de- 
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’“stroys many of these existing rights. For in 


stance, it says nothing about any rights of 
property. And knowing the sources of these 


proposals, it reguires-no effort to see that this.

“sgtroy the American Republic. 
The Atlantic Pact 

Then there is the Atlantic Pact which has 
just been submitted to the Congress and which 

we discussed in Letter 213. The ratification of 
this Pact will contribute vastly to the dismant- 
ling of the free Government our ancestors set 
SSE a 
The Atlantic Pact, if ratified, will be im- 
plemented by a new lend-lease bill, to rearm 
certain European nations. Secretary of State 
Acheson on April 27th admitted as-fuch to 
the Senate Committee. 

The first lend-lease bill was enacted by the 
Congress in 1941. It was falsely offered to the 
Congress and the country as a measure to 
avoid war. It was precisely the opposite, as 
we and others predicted at the time: It was 
tantamount to a declaration of. war. That lend- 
lease cost the United States 47 billion dollars. 

What did this “investment” purchase for 
the American people? First of all, it financed 
Soviet Russia in building up the mosf threat- 
ening, most powerful nation that has ever ap- 
peared on the Eurasian Continent. It purchased 
the destruction of Germany, the only European 
country that could have stood up against Sov- 
iet Russia. It purchased the socialization of 
Great Britain and has led to the astounding 
situation of today where we free Americans, 
still retaining our private enterprise, are pay- 
ing to complete the socialization of Britain and 
other European countries. 

And that first lend-lease purchased the de- 
struction of China. We went to war against 
Japen in order to maintain the Open Door and 
protect China. No nation ever went to war and 
more completely lost what it was fighting for 
than the United States in its war against 
Japan. Regretfully, we say that every man 
who died in our Pacific campaign died in vain. 

Not only this, but we have thrown away all 
Asia, including Japan and the Philippines. For 
certainly the 80 million Japanese cannot live 
without food from the China mainland, And 
they will not get that food now—unless Japan 
makes terms with Russian-ruled Communist 
China. And of course the Philippines could 
hardly last overnight. 

And, cravenly moved by the Marxist slogan 
“Imperialism,” we are at this moment seeking 
to compel the Dutch Government to give in to 
Communism in Indonesia. 

Hence the first lend-lease, costing us 47 
billion dollars, purchased the greatest disaster 
in history. Is there reason to suppose that the 
second lend-lease will bring any better result? 

Then there is the pending Economic Mobil- 
ization Act. This is designed for “emergen- 
cies.” It would give the President of the Unit- 
ed States the right in his discretion to declare 
an emergency and to take over the absolute 
control of every man, woman and child in the 
United States. That control could be as abso- 
lute as the control of the Politburo in Soviet 
Russia, for of course the right would be exer- 
cised in the discretion of his advisers. And be- 
fore we were through, that control might be 
exercised just as ruthlessly as the Bussian 
Politburo ever exercised its control over 170 
million Soviet slaves. 

For would it not be in the hands of the 
internationalists that have disrupted the world 
the past 15 years? 

Zionist Domination 
Of American Policy 

In November 1947 the Assembly of the 
United Nations voted to “recommend” the par- 
tition of Palestine between Jews and Arabs. 
It was purely a recommendation (the Assembly 
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Import Bank, under the thumb of our Admin- 
istration, extended a 100 million dollar loan to 
Palestine. At every turn the new State of 
Israel has been treated as the first interest of 
the American Administration. 

Over a period of 100 years, American mis- 
sionaries, educators and businessmen had built 
up in Mohammedan countries a vast: goodwill 
toward America. America’s attitude toward 
the Zionists who ruthlessly overran the Arabs 
in Paléstine has brooked no opposition from 
any source. When the British, naturally smart- 


ing under the outrageous cruelties practiced by - 


Zionists against the British, showed their re- 
sentment, 
promptly sided with the Zionists and against 


the British. The systematic campaign to boy- 


cott British goods received; so far as we could 
observe, not the slightest censure from Wash- 
ington nor in such supposedly American news- 
papers as The New York Times and New York 
Herald Tribune. Everything was subordinated 
to the Zionists. 
Let’s Have a Congressional Investigation 

The American Politburo, behind the scenes, 
acts with extraordinary cunning, complete 
selfishness and ruthless determination to se- 
cure absolute control of America. It has been 
operating at a growing pace ever since Roose- 
velt came to power in 1933. 

In all the history of the United States, un- 
til Roosevelt, no alien element has had more 
than a passing influence on events. But the 


alien element now ruling, commands huge pub- 


lic funds and the presence in vital Government: 
positions of members of its group. It has the. 
ready services of such smear outfits as the 
Anti-Defamation League, and such voices on 
the radio as Walter Winchell and Drew Pear- 
son serve it well. Through intimidation it ter- 
rorizes office-holders, businessmen and other 
citizens alike. 

To no other force can possibly be attributed 
the conception and execution of the tragic 
moves of the Roosevelt and Truman Adminis- 
trations—including the proposals advanced 
today. 

It was alien-minded influence that persuad- . 
ed Roosevelt to scrap the 1982 Democratic 
Platform and substitute the socialistic New 
Deal. It was alien influence that involved us 
in World War II, the most disastrous commit- 
ment the United States has ever made. It was 
alien influence that dominated much of our 
war policy. 

Practically every major_decision made with 
respect both to our domestic policy and prac- 
tically all our foreign policy has been through. 
the influence of men like Harold Laski and 
Felix Frankfurter and many others, either 
aliens today or alien-born or of recent alien 
descent. A court could well-nigh take. judicial 
notice of the fact that for more than a quarter 
of a century Frankfurter, in the Harvard Law 
School, was training his students for future 
jobs in Washington arid succeeded in placing 
an astonishing number of them in office, 

The Congress could perform’ no greater 
service toward preserving the foundations of- 
our Republic than to turn the searchlight of — 
fearless investigation on the methods and the - 
identity of this American Politburo.

America in the last 17 years, or on how to 
mangh she Sinente Cn aieteatar nein America today.
